Sh(N av ers that her hu sband has 
been close and stingy at all times 
and that in all their married life he 
refu sed to giv e her money and that 
altogether he 
has not 
giv en her 
$100. 
The comp laint states that she 
was comp elled to do manu al labor 
and that she often had to scoop com 
and do other things su ch as is not 
ex p ected from a wife. She also say s 
that he had no mercy becau se of her 
p oor 
health and 
becau se of his 
treatment is at 
p resent a nerv ou s 
wreck . 


Mrs. Lantz av ers that her hu s­ 
band is, worth $60,000 and that he 
owns 
400 
acres of 
land in Ru sh 
cou nty and adjoining cou nties, and 
has p ersonal

v alu ed at 
$8,000. 
A p etition for a temp orary 
restraining order was also filed along 
with the div orce comp laint.

mak e ou t statements for tax p ay ers 
nex t week , bu t that the week follow­ 
ing, which is the last week for p ay ­ 
ing the sp ring installment, it wou ld 
be imp ossible to mail or giv e state­ 
ments at tlie office becau se of the 
ru sh of the closing day s. 


If, in req u esting a 
statement 
of 
tax es they owe, the cou nty treasu rer 
say s, the tax p ay ers will 
giv e 
the 
tate, township 
or 
corp oration 
in 
which they were assessed and state 
whether it ;s p ersonal or real estate, 
they will sav e a great 
amou nt of 
work and thu s enable the office force 
to get ou t the statements on time. It 
will readily be seen, he 
say s, 
that 
u nless the tax p ay ers 
is 
one 
with 
which he is v ery familiar, he has to 
go 
throu gh 
fifteen 
different 
tax 
records, twelv e township s and three 
corp orations, to trace down all of 
the p rop erty owned by 
any 
giv en 
tax p ay er. 


lie fu rther p oints ou t that it is 
v ery imp ortant that 
the 
tax p ay er 
giv e the name in which the p rop erty 
on which they p ay tax es was as­ 
sessed. 
Often a tax p ay er bu y s real 
estate after it has been listed for 
tax ation u nder the name of the for­ 
mer owner. 
In su ch cases the cou n­ 
ty treasu rer has no means of deter­ 
mining from whom the 
tax es 
are 
collectable u nless he is informed. 


It is also req u ested by the treasu r­ 
er 
that 
tax p ay ers, 
in 
req u esting 
statements by mail, enclose a stamp ­ 
ed, self addressed env elop e. 
This 
sav es mu ch time and also 
enables 
the office force to retu rn the state­ 
ment or receip ts, as the case may be. 
mu ch sooner than otherwise. Mu ch 
time is req u ired in learning the ad­ 
dresses of p ersons who fail to men­ 
tion it in their req u est for a state- 
mnt, or when they p ay their tax es. 
The cou nty treasu rer cites Orange 
township as a ease in p oint. He has 
'ou nd that tax p ay ers in that small 
township receiv e mail in many dif­ 
ferent way s: There are two ru ral 
mail rou tes ou t of Ru shv ille into the 
township , and in addition there are 
mail rou tes entering 
the 
township 
from 
Greensbu rg, 
Shelby v ille, Ar­ 
lington, St. Pau l and Manilla. 
The collection of tax es this y ear 
is far behind other y e a r s . Althou gh 
it was not p ossible to do mu ch farm 
work last week , v ery 
few 
farmers 
p aid their tax es and the collections 
were u nu su ally small. 
It is u rged 
that tax es he p aid as p romp tly as 
p ossible to av oid the big ru sh 
the 
last few day s. 
The cou nty treasu r­

wealth in trees, there will result a 
great good to the children who tak e 
part in the exercises, for they will he 
taught to care for the future. 
Mr. Fairbank s said that in his trip 
aboard lie had been able to contrast 
such 
old 
countries as Korea and 
China, practically tr e e le s s , with Ger­ 
many and France, where sy stematic 
tree culture 
is practiced. 
“ Nations 
that are poor in trees are poor in 
character,” he said. 
He advocated 
the planing of park s by cities not

had, hut in order that more beautiful 
characters might be engendered

the citizens. 


The speak er laid no stress on the 
possibility

flood prevention by 
tree planting. He said that in form ­

that tree culture purely for

The taxpayers of 
Rush 
county 


may be ol'lgreat assistance 
to Ihe 


county treasurer's office, 
which is 


way behind in tlie collection of taxes, 
if they will but heed some of the re- 
quests of County Treasurer William 
M. McBride who pointed out today 
that the office would have to take in 
$14.(>-12 a day until the end of tax- 
paying season in order to collect all 
of the spring installment. 


The county treasurer says that he 


and his office force will be able 
to 


make out statements for taxpayers 
next week, but that tlie week follow- 


ing, 
which is the last week for pay- 


ing Ihe spring installment, it would 
no impossible to mail or give state- 
menls at the office because of the 
rush of the closing days. 


If, in requesting a 
statement 
of 


taxes they owe, the county treasurer 
'ays, the taxpayers will 
give 
the 


state, township or 
corporation 
in 


which they were assessed and state 
whether it ;s personal or real estate, 
they will save a great 
amount of 


work and thus enable the ollice force 
to get out the statements on time. It 
will readily be seen, he says, that 
unless the taxpayers 
is 
one with 


which he is very familiar, he has to 
go 
through 
fifteen 
different 
tax 


records, twelve townships and three 
corporations, to trace down all of 
the property owned by 
any 
given 


taxpayer. ' 


lie further points out that it is 
ery important that 
the 
taxpayer 


give the name in which the property 
on which they pay taxes was as- 
sessed. 
Often a taxpayer buys real 


estate after it has been listed for 
fixation under the name of the for- 
mer owner. In such cases the coun- 
ty treasurer has no means of deter- 
mining from whom the 
taxes 
are 


collectable unless he is informed. 


It is also requested by the treasur- 


er 
that 
taxpayers, in 
requesting 


statements by mail, enclose a stamp- 
ed, self addressed envelope. 
This 


saves much lime and also 
enables 


tlie office force to return the state- 
ment or receipts, as (he case may be. 
much sooner than otherwise. 
Much 


time is required in learning the ad- 
dresses of persons who fail to men- 
tion it in their request for a state- 
mnt, or when they pay their taxes. 


Tlie county treasurer cites Orange 


township as a case in point. He has 
found that taxpayers in that small 
township receive mail in many dif- 
ferent ways: There are two rural 
mail routes out of Rushville into the 
township, and in addition there are 
mail routes entering the 
township 


from 
Greensburg, 
ShelbyviUe, Ar- 


lington, St. Paul and Manilla. 


The collection of taxes this year 


is far behind other years. Although 
it was not possible to do much fa'nu 
work last week, very 
few 
farmers 


paid their taxes and the collections 
were unusually small.
